if a cancer exists. In this early stage, 
many men can be cured of this type of 
cancer. 


It has been estimated that at least 


three million men in this country 
are 


suffering from cancer of the prostate. 


One of the first symptoms of this 


disease may be a difficulty in urination 
with pain and burning. There may even 
be blood in the urine. Other symptoms 
may be pain in the bones and joints, 
since cancer of the prostate spreads 
readily through the body to the bones 
and joints. 


Recently, some of these cases were 


treated with injections of 
radioactive 


gold. Since it does not spread its ra- 
dioactive properties too far, it causes 
little damage to the surrounding tis- 
sues. 


Some damage to the rectum may oc- 


cur. 
iLis believed by some that the 


radioactive gold helps to form a thick 
fibrous ring around the prostate, pre- 
venting the spread of the c-ancer to other 
organs. 


The giving of female hormone and 


the removal of the prostate are usually 
helpful forms of treatment. 


These procedures help check the 


spread of the disease and also remove 
the primary source. 


All in all, the outlook for patients 


with prostate cancer is becoming better 
every day if the disease is detected early 
enough.

THE SAME thing that m akes can cer 
of the prostate curable, also m akes for 
fewer cures. 
One of the reason s why the cure rate 
of this disease is low is because the tu­ 
mor produces no sym ptom s in most in­ 
stan ces until relatively late.
